she was interviewed personilly by 
himself or Mr.’ Armstrong. In cases 
where an applicant wished to set up 
a business of some sort that needed a 
valid Icence from the respective 
authoritles, this would have to be 
produced before the _application 
would be considered. In a case 
where an applicant wished to reside 
in the premises and was an em- 
ployee of a firm, he would have to 
ring a letter from his employers 
certifying, the genuineness of his ap- 
plication. If one had no employ- 
ment or business, then a reference 
was necessary. Thirty per cent. of 
all applicants, snid witness, were re 
fused, Ail references were almost 
immediately checked, and on one 
occasion, one of these was discovered 
te have been a forgery. 

There had been cases where the 
tenant of the premises had been con~ 
victed for having kept a brothel. 
The moment there was a conviction, 
however, an order from the magis- 
trate was asked for, tu terminate the 
tenancy of the party concerned.

Witness sald that reports that the 
premises concerned were being 
misused, had come to his notice, with 
the result that an Inspection of the 
premises was ‘mnde either by Mr. 
Armstrong or himsclf. In Novem-

ways provided the best events of our programmes. 


Mrs. J. H. Taggart's Lancashire 
Chips, carrying weight for inches os 
per seale with Mr. Proulx in the 
saddle, was in great form to annex 
the Cramond Brig.’ Handicap over a 
short distunce from the 14% mile post 
in 59,3/5 seconds, reducing Derby 
Day's figure of 1.00.2/5 by four-fifths 
of a second. 

Before the close of the half, Court- 
ing Eve, ridden by Mr. H.C, Pih 
with a load of 165 lbs., just managed 
to reach home first in the Bondi 
Handicap over six furlongs beating 
the low welghter Lancashire Chips 
(145 lbs.) and at the same time 
lowered the. latter's track record of 
1.16% by a fifth of a second. 

At the Easter session Strathroy, 
shouldering the top welght of 165 
Ibs. «with his usual pilot Mr..Donald 
Black, was in fine fettle to win the 
Albury Handicap over’a mite, beat- 
ing Courting Eve in record time, 
three-fifths of a second faster than 
that established by Saucy Face .on 
April 22, 1935. It was an old ree 
cord of nbout three years. 

BELOW STANDARD 

Much was expected of this year's 
subscription griffins, but the conslyn- 
ment which came from Queensland 
was far below the average. With 
the exception of Lucky Lad, all 
others were no match for the old 
ponies in the handicap events and 
the majority of them found thelr 
way among the “Also Rans." Among 
the batch of 41 sub-griMns, a few 
were discarded long before the clos- 
Ing of ‘entries and although nomin- 
ated for minor contests, Black Tim, 
Graceful Legs, Rose Josephine, Sea 
Imp, Simonian Eve, The Typhoon, 
Torpedo Star and Vandia failed to 
appear before the public. 

The total of stakes pald out to the 
Australian ponies including ‘the subs 
of this season was $55,580 and in, 
comparison with last year's sum, the 
amount hus been increased by $6,100.

POINTS ABOUT 
POTATOES 


| 1O make old potatoes white and 
meaty, add a_ teaspoonful of 

vinegar to their cooking water an few 

minutes before they are drained. 


Old potatoes, being soft on the 
outside, are inclined to boil down 
unless carefully watched, To pre- 
vent this, add a cup of cold water. 
to cach pint Immedintely the pota- 
toes become soft externally. The 
cold water sends the heat to the 
centre of the veretable so that they 
cook evenly and without waste. 


When mashed potatoes are re- 
quired, 1 Jb of bolled potstocs will 
Rive just over two cups of mashed 
ones; if diced potatoes are wanted, 
then 1 Ib bolled is equivalent to two 
and.a half cups of diced. 


Potatoes being 680 per cent, water 
and only 1 per cent. fat ure, con- 
trary to popular opinion, excellent 
for slimming purposes. They are 
rich In mineral salis and vitamins 
which supply .the body with heat 
and energy. . 


Potatoes can be sleamed without 
a steamer If they are prepared and 
InId in the centre of a Inrge puddingt 
cloth and a saucepan Hd: placed upon 
them. - 

Tle the corners of the cloth over 
the top of the Nd and place this. 
with the potatoes securely held 
Ueneath, on oa simmering pot for 
nbout an hour. This ensures o great 
saving of heat and Jabour, 

If new potatoes ore Immersed in 
n bowl] of salted water they enn be 
scraped more soslly and the Angers

Economy Wrinkles 


INTER js an expensive season 

for the housewife, and it is worth 
noting all the money-saving methods 
which can bé used In the kitchen. 

To prevent bread from becoming 
mildewed, sprinkle the bread box 
with a layer of salt, and then cover 
this with white paper before putting 
the loaf In. ‘ 

When stewing pruncs, add a piece, 
either of lemon or orange peel, or, 
us an alternative, about a dozen sul- 
tanns, As any of these © ad- 
ditions absorb the acid from the 
fruit, less sugar will be needed, and, 
Incldentally, the flavour is much im- 
proved. — 

Another method” of saving sugar 
when cooking frult of any type Is to 
ndd o teaspoonful of pure glycerine. 
Only half the usual amount of sugar 
will be required if this is done. 

When frying, add a teaspoonful of 
vinegar to the pan, and this prevents 
the food from absorbing too much 
fat. 

Rub .a buttered paper over the 
wooden spoon before putting it into 
a cake or batter mixture. This pre- 
vents clinging and waste. 

Teo will go further if it is heated 
in the oven for a few minutes be- 
fore use. Another method of ob- 
taining strong tea with the minimum 
of leaf ts to udd u very little sugar 
to the tenpot. This helps to “draw” 
the tea. 

When a crack appears in the rub- 
ber roller of (he wringer, a. tem- 
porary repalr can be effected at home 
if the cracked part is bound tightly 
with adhesive tape. This will pre- 
vent the erack from sprending.

It fs an Important posl- 
tion, commanding the Jeft bank of 
the Ebro. It was ‘strongly fortified 
und stubbornly defended. 

An carller, Insurgent victory at 
Balogucr was the fifth point where 
General “Franco had plerced the 
Loyalist defences. The alr force and 
artlNery opened the attack, pounding 
the fortifications at the Ballnguer 
bridge-head with tons of explosives, 
which were dropped on stone pill- 
boxes and sandbag parapets which 
formed the strongest Loyallst fortl- 
Acations in this district. Then 
armoured cars drove through the 
breaches and through a four-fold line 
of wire entanglements, the infantry~ 
men following up ond taking the 
Position.— Reuter, , 


CONFLICTING REPORTS 


London, Dre. 20. 

While observers on both sides in 
Spain agreo about the flerce inten- 
sity of fighting on the nearly 100- 
mile front, the respective headquar- 
tern accounts of the progress of the 
battle continue to be widely—diver- 
gent. : = 

Franco’s headquarters claim suc- 
cesscs on the whole of Catalonla’s 
western borders, while the Loyalists 
declare that thelr main defences. on 
the hills remain untouched, though 
they admit that in the flat terrain, 
where most of the fighting so far has 
taken place, has favoured the Insur— 
&ents’ mechanical supcriority. 

A Barcelona despatch adds that 
the resistance of the Loyalist new 
model army is believed to be prov- 
ing most exhausting to the Insur- 
gents, and is inspiring the utmost 
confidence in the Loyalist rear, 

On the other hand, Franco's head- 
quarters” state that the Insuryents 
have broken the Loyal'st lines at the 
Segre bridge-head of Balaguer, and 
have crossed the Loyalist fortifien- 
tions, Further north-cast, . they 
claim to have surrounded Balmona, 
In the northern scction they report 
further progress in the drive towards 
the seaport of Tarragona.

po make old potatoes while and 
. mealy, udd oa teaspoonful. of 
jvinegar to thelr cooking water a few

Old potatoes, ‘belng soft on the 
outside, are inclined to boil down 
unless carefully watched. To pre- 
vent this, add a cup of cold water 
to ench pint immediately the pota- 
toes berome soft externnily. The 
cold water sends the ent to the 
centre of the vegetable so that they 
cook evenly and without waste. 


When mashed potatoes are re- 
aquired, 1 Ib of boiled potatoes will 
hive just over two cups of mashed 
ones; If diced potatoes. are wanted, 
then 1 Ib balled is equivalent to two 
and a half cups of diced. 


Potutoes being 80 per cent. water 
and only 1 per cent. fat ore, con- 
trary to popular opinion, excellent 
for slimming purposes,” They re

HONGKONG’S DRIEST YEAR for nearly half ao century 
ends at midnight to-morrow, unless more than half an inch of 
raln falls between now and then. 


It fs now practically certain that 
1930 will go down og the second 
dtlest year in tho Colony since the 
Royal Observatory started to record 
annual rainfalls in 1884. 


Up to 10 o'clock this, morning the 
total rainfall for the year was 55.35 
Inches, which compares with the 
lowest ever of 45.035 inches in 1805, 
and with 55.785 inches in 1001, It 
will need nearly holf an inch of rain 

“during the next 36 hours to make 
the 1930 total excecd that of 37 yours 
ago. 


Only three times before during the 
past 54 years haa the annual ralnfall 
been less than 60 inches.

Mr. and Mrs, Davies were married 
on March 31, 1934, at Mount Pleasant 
Baptlst Chapel, Swansen, and lived 
together ut Sketty, Swansea. 


The case for Mra, Davies was that 
her hurband assaulted her while she 
Jived with blm and she left him In 
May, 1034. A separation agreement 
wag entered Into on September 18 of | 
that year.

POINTS ABOUT 
POTATOES 


Te muke old potatocs white and 
mealy, add a teaspoonful of 
vinegar to their cooking water a few 
minutes before they are drained, 


Old potatoes, being soft on the 
outside, are {Inclined {to boll down 
unless carefully watched. To pre- 
vent this, add a cup of cold water 
to cach pint Immediately the pota- 
oes become soft externally. The 
cold water sends the heat to the 
centre of the vegetable so that they 
cook evenly and without waste. 


When mashed potatoes are re- 
quired, .1 Ib of boiled potatoes wilt 
five’ just over two cups of mashed 
ones; if diced potatees ure wanted, 
then 1 Ib bolled Is equivalent to two 
und a half cups of diced. 


Potatoes being 80 per cent. water 
and only 1 per cent. fat are, con- 
trary to popular opinion, excellent 
for slimming purposes, They ore 
rich fn mineral salts ond vitamins 
which supply the body with heat 
and energy..
